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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

During  1971  the  population  of  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  showed 
a further  decrease,  thus  continuing  the  trend  which  has  been  apparent 
for  the  last  twenty  years. 

The  number  of  live  births  which  occurred  declined  slightly  compared 
with  1970;  but  fewer  people  died  and  in  1971  the  number  of  births 
exceeded  the  number  of  deaths. 

Sixty-eight  percent  of  those  who  died  were  over  sixty-five  years  of 
age  and  43.66%  over  75  years  old. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  again  no  deaths  occurred  in  childbirth. 

Apart  from  the  two  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning,  originating  from 
one  source,  it  was  a good  year  from  the  Public  Health  angle. 

Pollution  is  causing  great  concern  and  is  very  much  to  the  fore  both 
in  the  Daily  Press  and  on  Television,  The  subject  covers  contaminat- 
ion of  air,  water  and  land. 

In  a rural  area,  the  problems  naturally  are  different  from  those  of 
a large  town,  but  it  should  not  be  assumed  that  all  is  well.  The  dangers 
must  be  looked  for,  and  it  behoves  every  authority,  of  whatever  size, 
both  to  find,  and  to  take  all  possible  steps  to  remedy  the  sources  of 
dangers. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Department,  toget- 
her with  the  Chief  Officers  of  this  Council  and  their  staff  for  their 
support  and  advice  during  the  year.

FOOD  POISONING 


In  July  1971,  there  occured  two  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning 
originating  in  a hotel  located  outside  this  area. 

The  affecting  organism  Salmonella  Typhimurium  of  phage  Type 
U149  was  believed  tohave  been  present  in  a undercooked  frozen 
turkey,  though  the  carcass  was  not  available  for  examination. 

One  hundred  and  eight  people  were  at  risk,  and  the  investigation 
ot  these  entailed  many  hours  of  work  on  the  part  of  staff  in  this  and 
neighbouring  Local  Authorities  both  inside  and  outside  of  Car- 
marthenshire. 


But  for  the  early  notification  of  the  first  cases  by  a general  pract- 
ltioner  the  outbreak  could  have  been  more  serious. 

The  danger  of  not  fully  thawing  and  properly  cooking  both  frozen 
poultry  and  meat  cannot  be  to  strongly  stressed. 
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CHOLERA 

The  Cholera  epidemic  occuring  in  Spain  necessited  visits  to  return- 
ing travellers  from  the  affected  areas  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public.

Refuse  Disposal 

There  are  three  refuse  disposal  tips  in  the  Llandeilo  Rural  Area. 
Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  the  tip  at  Cefn- 
brynbrain  and  the  position  was  rectified  by  binding  the  tip  with 
suitable  material  at  more  regular  intervals.  Insofar  as  is  known  no  tip 
has  caused  a hazard  to  health. 

During  the  year  further  progress  has  been  made  to  provide  another 
refuse  dump  at  Ty  Uchaf,  Glanamman,  in  conjunction  with  the 
National  Coal  Board  Opencast  Executive.  This  dump  will  be  ideally 
situated  to  receive  refuse  from  the  south  part  of  the  Rural  District 
along  if  needs  be  to  serve  the  Cwmamman  and  Ammanford  U.D. 
areas. 

Whereas  the  dumping  of  refuse  on  land  is  the  cheapest  method  of 
disposal  I am  convinced  that  provision  will  have  to  be  made  in  the 
near  future  for  an  incinerator  or  pulveriser  to  deal  with  future 
household  refuse  from  the  south  part  of  this  Council’s  area  bearing 
in  mind  the  continual  increase  in  the  bulk  and  the  composition  of  pre- 
sent day  refuse. 


Refuse  Collection 

Although  at  present  provision  for  house  refuse  collection  may  be 
considered  adequate  and  convenient,  in  the  foreseable  future  it  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  a more  comprehensive  service,  collection  or 
preferably  back  door  collection.

NIL 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


For  so  many  years,  the  provision  of  adequate  and  wholesome  supplies 
of  water  to  serve  the  rate-payers  of  your  area,  has  been  pursued  with 
vigor  born  of  concern.  It  has  been  a painstaking  exercise  and  one  which 
has  been  fraught  with  difficulties  and  delays;  but  it  has  been  an  exercise 
too,  which  has  proved  proudly  satisfying  and  rewarding,  in  that  despite 
the  immensity  and  scattered  nature  of  the  northern  part  of  your 
district  comparatively  few  properties  now  stand,  which  lack  this 
essential  commodity  in  pipes  within  the  house. 


This  upward  and  encouraging  trend  has  continued  throughout  the 
year  under  review,  during  which  time  a further  twenty-five  private 
houses  were  connected  to  a mains  supply  for  the  first  time,  and  the 
number  of  properties  lacking  a piped  supply  of  water  was  reduced  to 
376. 


Certain  isolated  parts  of  your  area,  although  having  enjoyed  a 
mains  supply  for  very  many  years,  have  proved  a source  of  some 
concern.  I refer  particularly  to  Brynamman  and  Ffairfach,  which,  for 
quite  different  reasons,  have  suffered  a measure  of  hardship.  In  parts 
of  Brynamman,  the  hardship  encountered  has  been  that  of  water 
shortage  at  certain  times,  but  this  will  be  improved  when  the  new 
reservoir  now  under  construction  has  been  completed  and  becomes 
operative. 


Parts  of  the  village  of  Ffairfach  have  endured  for  many  years  a 
water  supply  which  from  time  to  time — and  the  frequency  has  increased 
in  recent  years  becomes  positively  unwholesome  due  to  excessive 
amounts  of  suspended  matter.  Nor  does  the  knowledge  that  the  water 
at  such  times  has  been  proved  to  be  bacteriologically  pure,  encourage 
the  affected  householders  to  partake  of  this  water  when  it  is  seen  to 
be  grossly  polluted.  One  unsatisfactory  source  which  once  supplied 
this  village  has  been  abandoned;  I belive  the  time  is  now  ripe  when 
vigorous  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  the  affected  households 
with  a wholesome  supply  of  water  and  this  with  the  minimum  of 
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These  isolated  instances  apart,  the  water  supply  serving  your  area 
has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality.

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DRAINAGE  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


Strenuous  efforts  have  continued  to  be  made  throughout  the  year  to 
improve  upon  the  poor  sanitary  arrangements  which  still  prevail  in 
many  properties  throughout  your  area.  At  the  close  of  the  year  under 
review,  the  number  of  properties  provided  with  earth  closets  stood  at 
1,183 — a reduction  of  29  on  the  previous  year’s  figures.  This  may  not 
appear  on  first  examination,  to  be  a satisfactory  situation.  But  a more 
critical  analysis  of  the  problem  can,  I believe,  allay  fear,  reduce 
disappointment  and  offer  encouragement  for  the  future. 


Several  important  factors  need  be  taken  into  consideration  to  this 

end: 

(i)  the  1,183  properties  referred  to  are  spread  over  a vast  area — - 
236,588  acres; 

(ii)  approximately  290  of  the  properties  are  sub-standard  and 
scheduled  for  action  within  the  provisions  of  section  16  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  appropriate  action  will  be  taken 
immediately  the  opportunities  present  themselves; 

(iii)  many  will  be  provided  with  a water-carriage  system  immedi- 
ately public  sewers  are  provided  or  completed; 

(iv)  a further  substantial  number  of  these  properties  are  even  now 
in  the  pipe-line  for  a water-carriage  system,  where  improve- 
ment grants  have  been  applied  for,  approved,  or  are  now  in 
progress  but  not  completed. 


Add  to  this  our  awareness  of  the  problem  and  the  determination 
with  which  it  is  being  tackled,  and  I believe  that  we  can  be  reasonably 
satisfied  with  the  situation  as  it  now  stands. 


And  your  continued  vigorous  policy  of  providing  sewerage  schemes 
to  serve  the  remaining  unsewered  Villages  within  your  area  will  make 
a very  substantial  contribution  toward  the  easing  of  this  problem.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  destruction  of  rodents  continued  steadfastly  throughout  the 
year,  and  some  indication  of  the  vastness  of  this  problem  is  indicated 
by  the  figures  in  the  accompanying  table.  The  rat  is  undoubtedly  the 
most  dangerous  and  most  injurious  pest  with  which  I have  to  cope 
and  but  for  the  tireless  efforts  of  your  rodent  operator;  his  conscien- 
tious and  knowledgeable  approach  to  the  tasks  of  extermination,  the 
problem  would  reach  an  intolerable  limit. 


The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  has  been  extre 
mely  high,  but  all  were  attended  to  and  with  minimum  of  delay, 


This  arduous  task  would  be  greatly  eased  if  so  many  ratepayers — 
who  are  often  the  complainants — would  only  pay  heed  to  the  rudimen- 
tary rules  of  hygiene  in  the  vicinity  of  their  premises, and  offenders 
to  these  rules  are  continually  being  reminded  of  their  folly.  Rats  are 
attracted  to  those  areas  where  food  and  shelter  are  always  readily 
available.  Deny  them  these  essentials  and  they  become  uninterested.

Two  private  slaughterhouses  only,  were  operative  within  your  area 
during  the  year — Bryn  Road,  Brynamman  and  Cwmnant,  Gate  Road, 
Penygroes,  A fair  amount  of  correspondence  has  passed  between  my- 
self and  the  owners  of  one  of  these  establishments  where  it  was  found 
that  they  were  failing  to  comply  with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations.  This  resulted  in  a general  improvement  for  the  time 
being,  but  does  not  lessen  my  concern.  A slaughterhouse  must  be 
regarded  by  the  occupiers  of  such  establishments  as  an  important 
food  factory  where  continuous  meticulous  hygienic  practice  is  essent- 
ial and  vital  to  the  safety  and  good  quality  of  the  meat  produced. 
And  unless  this  is  accepted  in  this  particular  establishment,  it  may  be 
necessary  at  some  future  date  to  suggest  to  you  more  drastic  action. 


The  second  private  slaughterhouse  has  never  caused  me  concern. 
Indeed,  it  is  a pleasure  to  work  in  this  establishment,  where  hygiene 
has  always  been  the  first  concern  of  the  owner;  and  where  advice 
offered  is  not  only  listened  to,  but  immediately  acted  upon.

During  the  year  two  complaints  were  brought  to  my  notice  of 
food  purchased  within  your  area  which  was  not  of  the  quality  deman- 
ded (Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  section  2).  These  involved  two  pint 
bottles  of  milk  purchased  from  the  same  vendor  and  originating 
from  the  same  wholesale  dairy;  and  both  these  pint  bottles  of  milk 
were  sold  to  customers  within  six  weeks  of  each  other. 

The  contents  of  the  first  bottle  brought  to  my  notice  contained 
mould  as  well  as  small  particles  of  vegetable  tissue  and  silicous 
matter;  the  second  bottle  contained  similar  foreign  ingredients — 
mould  growth,  vegetable  fragments  including  wheat  hairs  and  sandy 
matter. 

As  in  each  instance  the  breach  by  the  first  vendor  (retailer)  was  due 
to  the  act  or  default  of  a prior  vendor  (wholesaler)  you  resolved  to 
institute  proceedings  against  the  latter. 

The  cases  were  duly  heard  and  the  Magistrates  imposed  a fine  of 
twenty  five  pounds  in  respect  of  each  offence  with  costs. 

Another  instance  of  a foreign  body  in  a food  product  was  brought 
to  my  notice  by  my  counter-part  in  the  Burgh  of  Grangetown.  This 
involved  an  8oz  tin  of  creamed  rice,  produced  within  your  area,  but 
purchased  in  the  above  named  Burgh. 

In  this  case  it  was  established  that  a spider  was  embedded  within 
the  rice,  and  I was  asked  for  my  comments  on  the  food  factory 
producing  this  product.  An  immediate  and  thorough  inspection  was 
made  and  the  satisfactory  conditions  prevailing  were  reported  to  the 
officer  concerned.  I was  later  informed  that  legal  proceedings  were 
not  contemplated. 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  continued  throughout  the 
the  year. and  I am  able  to  report  that  I was  pleased  with  the  condit- 
ions which  prevailed.  Many  offences  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1970  came  to  light  during  these  visits,  but  all  were  of  a 
minor  nature  and  informal  action  only  was  necessary  to  remedy 
these  matters.

(ii)  Inspection  of  Council  Houses: 

218  council  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year;  adverse  repo 
rts  were  submitted  on  only  six  of  this  number. 
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Except  for  a comparatively  few  houses,  where  tenants  have  not  been 
available  every  council  house  occupied  at  the  close  of  the  year  has  now 
received  an  initial  inspection.  This  has  been  a long  but  worthwhile 
exercise,  and  I am  now  aware  of  every  house  which  requires  continual 
supervision;  and  these  black-listed  houses  will  be  visited  from  time  to 
time,  and  every  effort  made  to  induce  these  unsatisfactory  tenants  to 
mend  their  ways.  The  vast  majority  of  your  council  houses  are  extre- 
mely well  cared  for,  and  revisits  will  not  be  necessary  except  on  change 
of  tenancy.  Initial  inspections  of  houses  on  new  sites  will  be  made 
when  tenants  have  had  sufficient  time  to  settle  down. 


(iii)  Apartments  in  Council  Houses: 

33  Applications  from  council  house  tenants  requesting  permission  to 
keep  apartments  were  received  during  the  year.  These  were  all  invest- 
igated and  29  of  the  applications  were  granted. 


PRIVATE  HOUSES 


Although  we  do  not  read  or  hear  quite  as  much  about  ‘slum’  clear- 
ance’, as  perhaps  we  once  did,  this  is  nevertheless  a subject  which  is 
constantly  occupying  the  mind  and  activities  of  member  and  officer 
alike.  Indeed,  this  is  a problem  with  which  you  have  been  zealously 
pursuing  for  a very  considerable  number  of  years,  and  your  efforts 
in  this  direction  have  been  highly  sucessful. 


At  the  close  of  the  year,  as  a result  of  action  taken  under  the  slum 
clearance  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  partly  as  a result  of 
repair,  improvement  and  modernisation  of  certain  unfit  houses,  your 
stock  of  such  houses  had  dropped  below  the  three  hundred  mark,  its 
lowest  ever  level. 

Now,  when  so  many  of  these  houses  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt 
with,  one  cannot  expect  any  marked  decline  in  this  figure  from  year  to 
year,  but  a constant  steady  annual  decline  is  anticipated.  And  provided 
every  effort  continues  to  prevent  other  houses  falling  into  the  unfit 
category,  slum  clearance  should  not  be  any  real  problem  to  you  for 
very  much  longer.

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The  repair  and  improvement  of  older  houses  has  done  much  to 
ease  your  slum  clearance  problem,  and  again,  in  this  direction,  your 
record  is  one  that  you  may  well  be  justly  proud  of.  During  the  year, 
78  improvement  schemes  were  completed  and  these  qualified  for 
grants  amounting  to  £49,430:  in  addition,  18  standard  grants  were 
completed  and  these  qualified  for  grants  totalling  to  £3,755. 

Members  may  be  interested  to  learn  just  how  their  own  wards 
and  parishes  have  responded  to  house  improvement  since  the  scheme 
was  first  introduced  in  1949.  This  data  is  illustrated  in  the  following 
table:-

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Improvements  grants,  particularly  since  1969,  when  the  grants 
were  substantially  increased,  and  latterly  in  1971,  when  they  were 
made  even  more  generous,  have  played  a major  part  in  improving 
the  stock  of  the  older  houses  within  your  area.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
under  review,  almost  80  per  cent  of  your  houses  were  provided  with 
all  the  amenities  we  have  now  come  to  expect  to  be  associated  with 
good  housing  conditions.  Very  many  more  houses  are  in  the  improve- 
ment pipe-line;  this  trend;  in  conjunction  with  the  steady  decline  in 
the  number  of  unfit  houses,  is  a most  encouraging  pointer  to  the 
future.
